Saskatchewan officials said 
the cause of the explosion 
was a gas leak in the base¬ 
ment of the home. 

The force of the explosion 
blew out the home’s win¬ 
dows, side walls and rear wall 
and littered the ground with 
debris. 

Six weeks ago, Nicole 
Hawco moved into a house 
located two doors down from 
the explosion. She said she 
thinks the homes have been 
built too quickly. 

“When I seen it (the dam¬ 
aged home), I said, ‘You know 
what, that don’t surprise me 
none,”’ Hawco said.

Edmonton 
parents 
chaiged 
with murder 

An Edmonton couple charged 
with starving and abusing 
their young twins are to ap¬ 
pear in court Friday on new 
charges of second-degree mur¬ 
der and criminal negligence 
causing the death of one of 
the girls. 

In addition, they will 
still face original charges of 
aggravated assault, criminal 
negligence causing bodily 
harm and failing to provide 
the necessities of life. 

Paramedics were called last 
May to a home where they 
found the two-year-old girls 
suffering from injuries and 
severe malnourishment. Police 
said they weighed just 13 and 
16 pounds. 

One of the girls, “M,” went 
into cardiac arrest and spent 
the next three months in a 
coma virtually brain dead. 

Doctors said she had an 
irreversible brain injury and 
would never regain conscious¬ 
ness, but the parents fought to 
keep her on life support, citing 
their religious beliefs and their 
love for the girl. 

Court of Queen’s Bench Jus¬ 
tice June Ross ruled she should 
be taken off life support. 

“There are further medical 
challenges and further inva¬ 
sive treatments aimed only at 
continuing a life that holds no 
benefit for her,” Ross said in 
her ruling. 

The Alberta Court of Ap¬ 
peal agreed it was in the girl’s 
best interest to be allowed to 
die. 

The Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada refused to interfere with 
that ruling. 

The parents were allowed 
one last visit with the girl in 
hospital, meeting individually 
with her for 20 minutes under 
police escort. 

She died Sept. 20. 

The surviving twin and an 
older brother, who had not 
been injured, are now in foster

With the aim of preventing 
a large catastrophe, the City 
of Edmonton will close a por¬ 
tion of Saskatchewan Drive 
starting in early April. 

The closure, which still 
needs council approval, will 
affect the area between 101 
Street and 90th Avenue. 

City crews have to close 
the road to install a retain¬ 


ing wall to prevent the bank 
underneath the road from 
tumbling into the river val¬ 
ley. 

Pal Lach, a city geo-tech¬ 
nical engineer, said there is 
no reason for alarm, but the 
work still needs to be done. 

“We have some move¬ 
ment just at the edge of the 
roadway and the timber 
walkway,” he said. 

Lach said what the city 
is really trying to avoid is a 
failure of the road, while the 
Walterdale Bridge project is 
ongoing. 

“It’s not at high risk for 
failure, but because the Wal¬ 
terdale Bridge project is go¬ 
ing ahead soon, and there 
will be road closures, we 
wanted to get this complet¬ 
ed,” he said. 


Lach said the city has 
been monitoring the bank 
for years and has noticed 
heavy rains in the past few 
years have weakened it. 

In addition to building a 
retaining wall, the $ 1.7-mil¬ 
lion project will replace the 
existing timber walkway 
with a concrete one. 

Coun. Ben Henderson, 
who represents the area, 
said it’s going to be a traf¬ 
fic nightmare but he sees no 
way around it. 

“If the work has to be 
done it has to be done. Clear¬ 
ly, we can’t afford to have it 
all fall in,” he said. 

Henderson also agrees 
it is prudent to fix it now 
rather than during the con¬ 
struction period for the Wal¬ 
terdale Bridge.

Headed to Washington. 

Redford 'optimistic’ 
about pipeline approval 


Premier Alison Redford, who 
is heading to Washington this 
weekend to lobby for the Key¬ 
stone XL pipeline, says she re¬ 
mains confident the project will 
be approved. 

“I’m still very optimistic 
about that,” Redford said on 
Thursday after she met with her 
caucus at Government House. 

“I think eveiything that 
we’re doing right now is about 
ensuring that we have a more 
sustainable and stronger record 
with respect to environmental 
management.” 

The trip comes after recent 
comments from U.S. President 
Barack Obama and Secretary 
of State John Kerry about the 
importance of all nations com¬ 
bating climate change. Redford 
said she will discuss not only 
the need for Keystone, but also 
the province’s environmental 
track record. 

That record includes a 
$15-per-tonne levy on carbon 
for large emitters who do not 
meet legislated limits. Alberta 
has also invested $167 million 
in 43 clean-energy projects. 

“We’ve always said that that 
connection between economic

development and the environ¬ 
ment is fundamental,” Redford 
said. 

TransCanada’s $7-billion 
Keystone XL line would take Al¬ 
berta’s heavy oil to refineries on 
the U.S. Gulf Coast. It still needs 
the Obama administration’s 
approval because it crosses an 
international border. 

Opponents of the pipeline 
argue that short-term reliance 
on so-called “dirty oil” from 
carbon-intensive operations 
will do long-term damage to the 
environment through global 
warming, the Canadian press 


Prediction. Provincial 
budget cuts bad for city’s 
bottom line: Economist 


There are times when being 
Alberta’s capital has its down¬ 
side, and the coming prov¬ 
incial budget could be one 
of them, Edmonton’s chief 
economist says. 

John Rose says the ripples 
from the provincial budget are 
going to spread across the city. 

“With a wage freeze in 
place and the threat of job 
losses to come, there aren’t 
a lot of provincial public ser¬ 
vants who are going to go out 
and buy a new house or new 
car,” he said. 

Rose had forecast that the 
city’s economy would grow by 


about four per cent in 2013, 
but he said big layoffs in the 
provincial government will 
hurt that projection. 

“I wouldn’t suggest that 
this is going to lead to a real¬ 
ly significant downturn, but 
those actions will shave some 
growth off of the city’s eco¬ 
nomic outlook.” 

Rose estimates that some 
15 to 20 per cent of the local 
population has a paycheque 
connected to the provincial 
government, whether they 
work directly for the province 
or at a university or hospital.

Nearly 14 years ago, after 
collapsing at school, Kristen 
Henry was rushed to hospital 
and underwent neurosurgery 
to remove a tumour the size 
of an egg from her frontal 
lobe. 

While she was recover¬ 
ing, she experienced severe 


headaches that doctors at¬ 
tributed to a small piece of 
the tumour remaining in her 
frontal lobe. 

In January, doctors operat¬ 
ed on Henry in a new neuro¬ 
surgical suite at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta Hospital. 

Today, the 29-year-old is 
headache-free and says she 
feels like a million bucks. 

Henry was one of the first 
patients to be operated on 
in the Dan and Bunny Wid- 


ney Intraoperative Magnetic 
Resonance Imaging Surgical 
Suite, which opened in 
January. 

The room, which looks 
like something straight out of 
the future, provides doctors 
with state-of-the-art equip¬ 
ment. 

Specialized equipment lets 
surgeons confirm they have 
completely removed a brain 
tumour during an operation, 
thus preventing the need for 


follow-up surgeries such as 
the one Henry had years after 
her first surgery in 1999. 

“If they had this 14 years 
ago, I would only have had to 
have the one surgery, because 
they would have gotten all 
the tumour that time,” she 
said. 

The $10.7-million suite 
was funded by the Govern¬ 
ment of Alberta, the Univer¬ 
sity Hospital Foundation and 
the Stollery Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal Foundation. 

“This is the most advanced 
suite in Canada,” said Dr. 
Keith Aronyk, clinical depart¬ 
ment head for neurosciences 
in the Edmonton Zone of Al¬ 
berta Health Services.

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Edmonton police won’t be 
charging for day-long rodeo

Not a cash cow. Police 
say the bull's release, 
meant to help lure 
back an escaped calf, 
was a simple accident 


Police in Edmonton say a 
day-long standoff with a 
rogue bull didn’t cost the 
force extra money and the 
animal’s owner will not be 
charged. 

Police spokesman Chad 
Orydzulc describes Wednes¬ 
day’s cattle caper as a minor 
accident, not a crime. 

The bull’s owner set it 
free to lure back a calf that 
had escaped while being 
unloaded at a slaughtering 
plant. 

The owner and animal 
bylaw officers quickly cap¬ 
tured the calf, but the lar¬ 
ger beast wandered into a 
fenced lot behind a strip 
mall and stubbornly refused 
to leave. 


Orydzulc says five officers 
were at the site throughout 
the day to ensure the bo¬ 
vine didn’t get out and hurt 
someone. 

The tactical team was 
also called out and con¬ 
sulted — but all officers 
were on duty anyway and 
didn’t require more pay. 

Orydzulc says police left 
the job of rounding up the 
bull to the city’s animal 
bylaw officers, provincial 
wildlife workers, a veterin¬ 
arian and the bull’s owner. 

Over several hours, they 
came up with various plans 
to capture the animal. They 
tried to move it using snow¬ 
mobiles, blasted air horns 
and sirens at it, threw 
snowballs and shot rubber 
bullets. 

After 11 hours, they shot 
the bovine with a tranquil¬ 
izer gun, scooped up the 
beast with a front-end load¬ 
er and put it onto a waiting 
cattle trailer.

Edmontonians could soon 
be sunning themselves on 
the sandy beaches of Haw- 
relalc Park Lake while their 
children play in a brand 
new soccer-field-sized 
wading pool. 

City councillors will re¬ 
view a new plan for a beach 
and water area in Hawrelalc 
Park next week. For an esti¬ 
mated $5 million, the new 
area could be in place by 
the summer of 2014. 

The proposal would rest 
beside the existing lake, 
with a ring of sand sur¬ 
rounding a new wading 
pool area. The city hopes 


they can set up a beach area 
near the lake but actually 
keep people out of the lar¬ 
ger body. 

“The new body of water 
will be treated and filtered 
so that is intended as a 
wading pool, and we are 
designing it so we won’t 
encourage people to go into 
the lake,” said Roger Jevne, 
the director of park and fa¬ 
cility development. 

He said Hawrelalc Park is 
an ideal setting for such a 
facility. 

“We are trying to create 
that more unique feel down 
here, where you are down 


by the water.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
has advocated for a beach 
area at the lake before but 
rejected the last suggestion 
administration brought for¬ 
ward: A $60-million plan to 
make the entire lake suit¬ 
able for swimming. 

Coun. Kim Krushell said 
the new plan will have to 
compete with other prior¬ 
ities but it is much more 
reasonable. 

“It is certainly a more 
cost-effective approach 
than the original price tag 
of what we heard at com¬ 
mittee.” RYAN TUMILTY/METRO

It was obvious from Wednes¬ 
day’s transportation meeting 
that the biggest challenge 
facing the city is not where 
it will find 500 kilometres of 
bike routes, but how it will 
change the culture of “us vs.

Inside the Crestwood 
School gymnasium where it 
was held, it was easy to distin¬ 
guish who was who, either by 
age, the grip on their shoes or 
how they vented. 

Pro-bikers were fond of the 
sticky-notes and posted them 
on maps of proposed routes 
with such messages as “Bikes 
belong yay!” and “Ride a bike 
and you won’t have trouble 
finding parking.” (Both, by 
the way, had smiley faces.) 

Pro-drivers were generally 
vocal, choosing instead to de¬ 
bate, sometimes berate, any¬ 
one with a City of Edmonton 
lanyard, especially the one 
around Tyler Golly’s neck. 


Cyclists vs. motorists 


In the battle between us and them, I am both. I 
have been honked at, yelled at and threatened.

The general supervisor 
of sustainable transporta¬ 
tion knows that the battle 
isn’t just uphill — it’s pock¬ 
marked, icy and veiy narrow. 
“Change is scary to every¬ 
body, regardless of how dra¬ 
matic it is,” he said. 

In the battle between us 
and them, I am both. I have 
been honked at, yelled at and 
threatened. I’ve also done my 
share of yelling and threaten¬ 
ing (windows up, of course). 
But the more of the former I 
receive, I do less of the latter. 

Like many Edmonton¬ 
ians who’ve recently added 
cycling to their modes of 
transportation, I am weaning 
myself off car addiction. The 
symptoms include driving for 
distances under five minutes, 
writing letters to the editor 
about snow-clearing and call¬ 


ing your councillor about 
eternal traffic lights. 

How addicted are we? You 
don’t have to count the times 
you hear “potholes” in a day 
to know that, of the eight 
major Canadian cities, ours is 
the most car-reliant. 

According to Statistics 
Canada, 77 per cent of us get 
to work behind the wheel. It’s 
not surprising then that we 
also have the shortest com¬ 
mute times. 

In a city as affluent and 
spread out as ours, cars are 
both a privilege and a right. 
Never mind that many of us 
can’t afford the steel, gas and 
insurance, or that a subgroup 
prefers peddles or shoes — 
taking cars away from Ed¬ 
montonians is like taking 
guns away from Americans. 

But of course, the pro¬ 


posed bike routes that Mayor 
Stephen Mandel approved, 
and then more recently called 
a “nightmare,” are not threat¬ 
ening to pry your steering 
wheel from your cold, gloved 
hands. They’re simply try¬ 
ing to encourage you to let 
go eveiy so often, or at least 
make some room for some¬ 
one who will. 

There are many reasons 
why you should. 

Marked bike lanes (as 
opposed to shared roads) 
improve traffic flow and re¬ 
duce bicycling injuries — a 
win-win-win for motorists, 
cyclists and insurers. Accord¬ 
ing to a University of Texas 
study, bike lanes even make 
for safer motorists. 

In fact, any on-street bike 
infrastructure — even some 
simple signage painted on the 
lanes that “us and them” al¬ 
ready share — boosts Edmon¬ 
tonians’ willingness to ride, a 
noble cause in itself. 

So keep that in mind the 
next time you’re about to 
pound your horn, and maybe 
try the five-finger salute in¬ 
stead.

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Union fears civil servants will 
be assaulted over El overhaul 


Employment insurance. 

Employees have been 
hand-delivering surprise 
papers to El recipients 


The union representing fed¬ 
eral employees is asking the 
government to stop send¬ 
ing its workers for unan¬ 
nounced visits to the homes 
of employment insurance 
recipients. 

The union says it fears for 
the safety of its members, 


given the level of public an¬ 
ger over changes to the El 
system. 

“We’ve been hearing 
from (civil servants) who 
have gone to houses ... 
and they’ve been badly re¬ 
ceived,” Larry Rousseau, a 
spokesman for the Public 
Service Alliance of Canada, 
said on Thursday. 

“What will it take — an 
untoward or unfortunate 
incident (for these visits to 
stop)? Why do we have to 
test the limits of people’s pa¬ 
tience like this?” 


He spoke following a re¬ 
port by The Canadian Press 
that public servants have 
been making unannounced 
visits since January as part of 
an examination while El is 
being overhauled. 

During those visits, fed¬ 
eral employees have been 
hand-delivering question¬ 
naires and requests for 
people to appear at their 
regular El interviews. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper defended the house 
calls when asked on Thursday. 

“Every year, unfortunate¬ 


ly, in our employment insur¬ 
ance system, hundreds of 
millions of dollars are identi¬ 
fied or are lost through false, 
fraudulent or inappropriate 
claims,” he said. 

About 1,200 beneficiaries 
will be visited through the 
end of next month. 

From now on, people who 
frequently claim El are ex¬ 
pected to accept any job for 
which they’re qualified with¬ 
in 100 kilometres of home, 
as long as the pay is 70 per 
cent of their previous salary.

Egypt. Protesters hope to

An Egyptian opposition group 
has made a novel protest 
against President Mohammed 
Morsi by signing him up for a 
chance to win a trip to space. 

The April 6 Youth Move¬ 
ment said on its Facebook page 
Thursday that it had entered 
the Islamist leader’s name in 
the contest because it wanted 
to be rid of him. It called on sup¬ 
porters to vote for the leader. 

“For sure, no one in the uni¬ 
verse can put up with blatant 
lies, reneging on promises ex¬ 
cept for the brotherly people of 
the moon,” the group wrote on 
its post. 

“It is for this reason that 
the president needs your votes. 
President Morsi, we wish you 
safe travels.” 

April 6 was a driving force 
behind the 2011 uprising that 
toppled Hosni Mubarak’s re¬ 



gime. Many of its supporters 
backed Morsi in the June 2012 
election he narrowly won to be¬ 
come Egypt’s first freely elected 
president. 

But later, the group became 
among the fiercest critics of 
the president and his Muslim 
Brotherhood.

U.S. faces test of 
gay-marriage talk 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion is considering urging 
the U.S. Supreme Court to 
overturn California’s ban 
on gay marriage. 

The administration 
faces heightened ex¬ 
pectations from gay-rights 
supporters after President 
Barack Obama, who only 
last year came out with 
his support, has become 
far more vocal in his 
second term.

alone in freezing weather. 

The tale bore striking 
similarities to stories of 
starlight tours in other cit¬ 
ies. 

Starlight tour is the 
name used when suspected 
troublemakers are dropped 
off far from home rath¬ 
er than police following 
through with an official ar¬ 
rest. 

Maud’s story quickly un¬ 
ravelled. Video from Winni¬ 
peg Transit showed that he 


was on board a bus at the 
time.

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New detective takes 
over Oscar Pistorius 
murder investigation 



Indian police said Thursday 
they have launched a man¬ 
hunt for men suspected of 
raping and killing three sis¬ 
ters, aged five to 11, in the 
latest case of sexual violence 
to grip the country. 

The sisters’ bodies were 
found in a village well in 
Maharashtra state on Feb. 
14 after they had gone mis¬ 
sing from school, police of¬ 
ficer Javed Ahmed said. The 
area is more than 1,000 kilo¬ 
metres south of New Delhi, 
the capital. 

As the victims’ mother 
accused police of a shoddy 
investigation, enraged vil¬ 
lagers forced shops to close, 
burned tires and blocked a 
national highway passing 
through the area for several 
hours on Wednesday, de¬ 
manding justice. 

“The police did not take 
the case seriously and did 
nothing for two days,” the 
CNN-IBN television news 
channel quoted the mother 
as saying. Her name was 
withheld.

The Quebec government says 
its language watchdog was a 
little too aggressive in chasing 
after an Italian restaurant for 
excessive use of Italian on its 
menu. 

The provincial minister re¬ 
sponsible for language says she 
realizes the agency went too 
hard after the Montreal restau¬ 
rant Buonanotte. 

“I recognized that there was 
an excess of zeal,” Diane De 
Courcy told reporters Thursday 
in Quebec City. 

Speaking more gener¬ 
ally, she said similar mistakes 
wouldn’t be made in the future. 
She said the Office Quebecois 
de la langue fran^aise (OQLF) 
would be more careful to use 
a loophole in the application 
of the language law that offers 


some leeway for foreign cultur¬ 
al and food products. 

“Not that there’s ever a 100 
per cent guarantee — these are 
human beings doing these in¬ 
spections,” De Courcy said. 

It’s an abrupt reversal of 
roles for the Parti Quebecois 
government — which has 
spent years, since its days in 
opposition, urging the office to 


apply the law more strictly. 

The agency recently visited 
the Montreal eatery after re¬ 
ceiving a citizen’s complaint, 
and it agreed that certain 
words on the menu needed to 
be switched to French. 

Among them: “pasta” and 
“calamari.” They did leave the 
word “pizza” alone.

The 2008 recession put a 
damper on innovation in 
Canada, says Arlene Dick¬ 
inson of Dragons’ Den, and 
while things are now “turn¬ 
ing a corner,” she believes the 
country still has a long way to 

go- 

“Other places have been 
innovating at a rapid speed, 
and we haven’t been putting 
as much time and attention 
into it,” Dickinson told Metro 
in a recent interview. 

“My concern about the 
state of innovation is that it’s 
lagging behind.” 

The problem, according to 
the high-profile investor and 
businesswoman, is not a lack 
of entrepreneurial spirit 
in Canada. 

Quite the contraiy, in fact. 

“You think about Dragons’ 
Den and the number of entre¬ 
preneurs in the country that 
are coming forward — I think 


The elderly entrepreneur 
had a great idea on his hands, 
Dickinson said, but struggled 
finding the effective finan¬ 
cing, patents, manufacturing 
and distribution. 

With a little help, though, 
that soon changed, and the 
product could hit retail shelves 
by the spring. 

“It’s about to go into stores, 
hopefully across the world,” 
Dickinson said. “Sometimes 
what great ideas need is just 
somebody to open the doors 
and also to put the weight be¬ 
hind the idea to make it suc¬ 
cessful.” 

On a broader scale, Dick¬ 
inson said Canada needs to 
change its mentality when it 
comes to innovation and make 
it a large part of the national 
discourse. 

“We have to start talking 
about it more, making it part 
of the conversation of business 
in this country,” she said. “If 
we don’t, we’re going to be in 
trouble. We’re going to be left 
behind, absolutely.” 


Canada’s closet of colossal failures 


With great ideas come great 
failures, and Canada has had 
plenty of failures. But that’s 
really no surprise given Can¬ 
adians’ entrepreneurial spirit. 

Tom ViUemaire is the 
co-author of Colossal Canadian 
Failures, a short history of 
things that seemed like a good 
idea at the time and an ode 
to Canada’s innovative spirit 
gone haywire. Metro spoke 
with him about why failure 
is an important step in the in¬ 
novative process. 

In terms of innovation, where 
exactly did most of these 
ideas fail? 

A lot of these so-called failures 
were victims of timing — they 
were good ideas but out of 
synch with the times. Some 
were marketing failures — 
the consumers just weren’t 
convinced of the potential. 
Others were situations where 
the inventor was the victim of 
backers who lost confidence 
too early or got greedy. And 
some were just weird. George 
Kavanaugh’s idea to use car¬ 
rots for rectal treatment (with 
a recess in the carrot for medi¬ 
cation) was really an odd idea 
from the start. And the idea of 
a perpetual motion machine 
made from wood — which, 
as we all know, creates sparks 
when two pieces of it are 
rubbed together and which, as 
we all know, bums very easily 


— was just plain wrong. 

What was the best idea that 
went wrong? Why? And 
could it have worked if the 
situation was different? 

Well, there are a few contend¬ 
ers, but I think ultimately it 
has to be the Avro Arrow — a 
supersonic, all-weather jet 
fighter that did very well in 
test flights with pilots. 

But like almost eveiy 
other government project, 
the COStS were significantly 
higher than had been initially 
estimated ($1.5 million to $400 
million to $700 million). The 
Liberals were in power when 
the Arrow was built and had 
to defend the expense. When 
John Diefenbalcer’s Conserva¬ 
tives defeated the Liberals 
in 1957, it took them under 
two years to cancel the Arrow 
program. 

Were these mostly bad ideas 
or were they just developed 
wrong? 

Some were bad ideas from 
the start, but in a lot of other 
cases, the inventors — or their 
backers —just lacked the 
self-confidence or resources 
to follow something through. 
Two guys from Toronto had 
a working light bulb before 
Thomas Edison. They couldn’t 
raise money to develop it so 
they sold the patent to Edison, 
who was working on some¬ 


thing similar and just rolled 
their idea into the mix. 

Would you still call these 
inventors innovators, just 
because they were willing 
to try something new and 
different? 

Many of these people were in¬ 
novators and were brilliant. 
Not all, however. Samuel 
Hughes was a Conservative 
minister in charge of getting 
Canada ready for the First 
World War. Among his other 
questionable decisions, he 
registered a patent in his secre¬ 
tary’s name for a new and im¬ 
proved shovel and ordered 
the shovels for his troops. 

In fact, the soldiers needed 
shovels to dig the foxholes 
and trenches that would help 
protect them in battle. But 
Hughes’ secretary suggested 
they could use the shovels as 
shields and put holes in them 
so the soldiers could shoot 
from behind them. A shovel 
with a hole in it just isn’t the 
most effective shovel. 

Has Canada learned from 
these mistakes? 

I think Canada has learned a 
little, but there are still plenty 
of Canadians who head south 
to “make it big,” and that is 
a symptom of a problem. 
And some might say Can¬ 
ada doesn’t always have the 
confidence and boldness 


to support its inventors and 
innovators. 

Can future innovators learn 
from them? 

I think future innovators can 
draw inspiration from 
even the failures. Anyone who 
wants to try something new is 
daring to break new ground. 
That’s a scary thing. Failure 
and doing something new are 
roommates; they’re twins. You 
can’t have one without the 
other. Even Alexander Graham 
Bell had failures — like the 
Cygnet II, a plane he designed 
with wings created from a 
wall of kites. At the time, 
there was nothing that had 
enough power to get the plane 
airborne in the first place. 

But he’s not remembered for 
that; he’s remembered for his 
successes. 

How do you see Canada in 
terms of innovative thinking 
these days? 

We have pretty amazing 
technology people in Canada. 
You look at the BlackBerry and 
the Canadarm and even the 
arms industry with the LAV3 
or Stryker. High-tech means 
high pay and good jobs, so it’s 
important to keep that kind of 
thing in the country.

TV. Nielsen to measure 
broadband audiences 


The company that measures 
television viewership said 
Thursday it will soon begin 
counting people who watch pro¬ 
gramming through broadband 
in addition to the traditional 
broadcast or cable hook-up. 

Nielsen’s move is a signifi¬ 
cant step toward recognizing a 
world where the definition of 
TV viewing is swiftly changing 
and toward satisfying clients 
concerned that the company 
isn’t keeping up with those 
changes. Nielsen is also de¬ 
veloping ways to track content 
on tablets and mobile phones. 

For many years, roughly 99 


per cent of homes in the U.S. 
had televisions that received 
service through broadcast, 
cable or satellite signals. 

Now the number of homes 
without such service is 4.2 per 
cent — and growing each year. 
An estimated three-quarters of 
those homes still have TVs, and 
their owners watch program¬ 
ming through game consoles 
or services like Netflix and 
Amazon. Starting in Septem¬ 
ber, Nielsen will have meters 
that can monitor viewership in 
those homes, said Brian Fuhrer, 
a senior vice-president at Niel¬ 
sen.

Richard: Mark, Snitch isn’t 
a bad movie, but it is a mis¬ 
cast one. As charismatic as 
The Rock... er ... Johnson 
is, his physicality gets in 
the way. The character is a 
determined regular Joe will¬ 
ing to go to any lengths to 
help his son. But how much 
more effective would it have 
been if he didn’t resemble 
a cop who could crash 
the drug dealers he’s 
working with between his 
muscular thumb and fore¬ 
finger?

Partly, the film taps into 
national discomfort that bin 
Laden was found to be liv¬ 
ing for years near Pakistan’s 
equivalent of West Point. But 
Pakistanis who have seen the 
film on DVD or Internet down¬ 
loads are also making much of 
what they say are factual errors. 


Nadeem F. Paracha, a colum¬ 
nist for the English language 
newspaper Dawn and a cultural 
critic in Pakistan, noted that in 
some scenes characters speak 
Arabic, whereas Pakistanis in 
fact speak Urdu or Pashto or 
one of the tens of other lan¬ 
guages found in the country.

The executive producer of 
Smilin’ Jack: The Jack Layton 
Story, which was shot in Win¬ 
nipeg in 2012, said the tale 
transcends politics. 

“Some people think this 
is a partisan film, but when 
you bury someone, it’s time 
to put those labels aside,” he 
told Metro on set, noting Lay¬ 
ton’s great grandfather was a 
Father of Confederation, and 
his father sat as a Tory MP. 

“It’s a story of this kid who 
came originally from a politic¬ 


al family — not NDPers — but 
a political family. 

“This film is about a great 
Canadian.” 

Layton died in August, 2011 
at the age of 61 after a battle 
with cancer. His death came 
just a few months after he led 
his NDP through a spring elec¬ 
tion, capturing a party-record 
103 seats and becoming Can¬ 
ada’s official Opposition. 

While the film will follow 
much of the campaign and his 
political career, Barna said it 
would also delve into Layton’s 
personal life, including his 
marriage to fellow NDP MP 
Olivia Chow. 

“It’s a love story ... about 
when he met Olivia, and how 
they got along together,” 
he said, noting Chow lived

She’s saving that all-out 
push for the Daytona 500. 

Patrick had an easy 
choice in her first race since 
winning the pole for The 
Great American Race. She 
played it safe and stayed 
back Thursday, keeping her 
pole position for the Day¬ 
tona 500. 

All Patrick needed to do 
was keep her car intact to 
preserve the top spot for 
Sunday’s Daytona 500. She 
started on the pole for the 
first 150-mile Budweiser 
Duel before she faded into 
the field and finished 17th 
out of 23 cars. 

“I suppose there’s a sense 


of relief” she kept the pole, 
Patrick said.
